The conference of York and Adams 


county Democrats to formulate a method 
for the formation of congressional can- 
didates for the new 20th district, com- 
prising York and Adains counties, was 
held in York Friday.

After considering, but failing to adopt

At this meeting action will be taken on 
a plan submitted by Chairman Bollinger, 
of York county. Mr. Bellinger's propo-
